Every article which is confiscated, and this includes guns, fishing 
tackle, furs, traps, etc., must go through the seizure department— 
even confiscated ducks, pheasants and frog legs are accounted for. 
During the winter months a public auction of confiscated 
sporting articles is held, which is largely attended. Auction sales 
for confiscated furs are held at various times during the year. At 
the last gun auction 250 guns and rifles were disposed of to the 
highest bidder.
